Issue #3/+, 
the last issue. Some of you may have heard that LDNS is slosing its doors 
but for 'those who haven't heard, LDNS is folding. 

The reasons are many. Believe it or not there was a lot of pride 
involved with this zine and it is not an easy task to fold it. Possibly 
it is because of that pride that LDNS is folding. The sine is not as good 
as it was during the first year. But the largest reason for the fold is 
that the zine has become a burden rather than a hobby. 

One thing that you- find out when you start to publish is .that there 
are a llot of idiots out there. I take that back, there aren't ,a lot of 
them its just that they stick out. I wish' that people would keep in mind 
that this is a hobby and just because one opts to publish doesn't change 
the fact that it's still a hobby. 

Why does someone decide to publish? One, (and this was my reason) 
is that they want to have a zine that they would want to play in. I was 
in a lot of "Yearly" zines and the games were dragging on. So I decided 
to start a prompt three week zine. A zine with some enjoyable reading 
and little or no tirades. All I wanted was a "kicked-back ,: fun to play 
in zine. But another reason that someone starts a zine is to gain a little 
"fame". To become a "name" in the hobby. I don't think that that is 
ancopem.1 .!.-•.> reason but nevertheless after awhile you think about it. 
Whatever the reason, as soon as you publish you first issue you are- open 
to every cheap shot artist in the hobby. What's the hardest for ifie to 
understand is that most of these cheap shots come from other publishers. 
More than anyone same publishers seem to think that they are the model 
for perfection and if you don't come up to their standards you might as 
well get out of the hobby and go back and play Risk. 

Since this is kind <5-f a reflections issue, here are some of the 
things that I've grown to hate in the past two years. 

As I said earlier, the petty people in this hobby make it a total drag! 
And there is a LOT of petty things happening in this hobby. Beaause^I 
don't meet John Bored-man's standards he goes out of his way to make ne 
out as some kind of idiot in his zine. That's what the hobby needs, more 
cooperation: T ^ * 

I think that it is good for the hobby to talk over, discuss new items 
that come along. Most recently, rating systems. But here again,, there 
is a lot of petty talk., Criticial observations are helpful to sdmeone 
trying a different approach but somethings do no good, at all. Notes like, 
"What a crappy system" "I won't look at it. ;i "Don't use my name in it.* 
"etc," All of those do nothing for the fellow designing the system (or 
whatever). Think about it for a minute. Nobody HAS to .do anything in this 
hobby. Rating systems, tournaments, zines, etc, are done by people because 
they want to, not because they fcave to. And as soon as you try someone 
different you immediately open yourself up to all of the petty crap that 
follows this-hobby like the plague. .In a hobby based on Diplomacy there 
are some tactless people running around, Example: When Pat started 
helping with the publishing duties of LDNS one person wrote conserning 
a game in the zine that there was an omission in a game acff a unit, 
and this jerk told Pat to leave the little blocks of wood alone and get 
back to the kitchen where she belongs. For that remark I will never for- 
get him and if it makes hin feel any bigger he made a woman cry. What a 
nan I Of course if had he read the zine he'd have read that I was still 
GMing the games. And people wonder why people get out of the hobby \ 

All last week I was thinking about the things that I hated about 
publishing and now that I'd starting to type them it's not helping just 
making ne feel worse so I an not going to go on. Instead I'm going to 
thank all of the people who make doing something like this .worthwhile,

Thanx to you for 2+ good years. 

As for the future of ne, LDITS and your games. You can't get rid of ne 
that easy. I'll still be around. LDNS will no longer be around in its 
former size and content. The games v/ill be cared until conviction by ne 
in a warehouse LDNS. There is a chance that after a while LDNS will bo 
back as LDNS II, It will be a zinc by invitation only. More on that if 
it cones to be, 

Once again I thank you (nost of you anyway) for you! support and to 
the rest... why bother, they won't change.
